As a prosecutor of 
the latte r type Mr. O’Brien was 
active and successful but he de­ 
clined to perm it th e governm ent 
to be a party

C oagulates Problem . 


Mr. Hoovev h a s had a problem 
on his hands in 
reconstructing 
th e departm ent of Justice, espe­ 
cially In view of the fact th a t 
prohibition enforcem ent has a t­ 
tracted sueh widespread 
a tte n ­ 
tion. 
The new attorney-general 
W illiam D. Mitchell, spent m ost 
of hi* tim e as solicitor gensral 
in handling cates before the su ­ 
prem e court of the United Ststes 
and was not reaponsible for a d ­ 
m inistrative tasks. 
Col. W illiam 
J. Donovan was the coordinating 
influence as between th e various 
bureaus of th e 
departm ent 
of 
Justlre and occupied a position 
of great responsibility under A t­ 
torney General Sargent. 
W hat 
Mr. Hoover sought was a man of 
tact and ability who could draw 
together th e various elem ents in 
th e departm ent of Justice 
and 
m ake them function 
effectively 
under th e new policies to he laid 
down by th e attorney general. 
The present organisation 
of 
th e departm ent provides for six 
assistants to tb s attorney gen­ 
eral. each of whom has 
special 
duties to perform , but th e entire 
departm ent is from an adm inis­ 
trativ e point of view to be m an­ 
aged by Mr. O’Brian. 
Poll rt lea Bv Bignlflcent 
Politically the appointm ent of 
Mr. O’Brian la significant onlv in 
th e fact th a t Mr. Hoover is anx­ 
ious to give New York state bet­ 
te r representation in the federal 
governm ent than it has had be­ 
fore. 
B at In recognising the im ­ 
portance of politics. 
Mr. Hoo­ 
ver has, on the other hand, been 
careful to select first of all men 
who, irrespective of political con­ 
sideration. would m ake valuable 
aldea to him . 
Mr. O’B rian’a ap­ 
pointm ent will he viewed by lib­ 
erals In both political parties ss 
a sign th a t Mr. Hoover intends 
to keep pace with the progressives 
of the country aa far as he can. 
He feels that the attorney-gen­ 
eral him self is an Independent, 
for while he has voted for several 
republican presidents he is list­ 
ed as a dem ocrat in M innesota. 
The president feels th a t the de­ 
p artm ent of Justice should have 
aa little relation as possible with 
the politics of the country. 
W ith Mr. Mitchell aa attorney-

and

Evans 
H ughes. Jr., ss solicitor general 
and John Lord O’Brian aa assist­ 
ant attorney-general, Mr. Hoover 
is turning to other departm ents 
w ith a feeling that he has com­ 
pleted his reorganisation of the 
departm ent of iustice. 
Nation Needs Men. 
The president, in asking

standing men to give up

Jam es T. C arter, a prom inent dry 
and 
lum berm an in 
Lynchburg. 
Va., In which he expressed a sim ­ 
ilar willingness after pointing out 
th a t the 
American 
governm ent 
had g ra c e d to foreign diplom ats 
the privilege of Im porting and us­ 
ing alcoholic beverages after the 
adoption of the eightennth am end­ 
m ent and the enactm ent of the 
Volstead law. 
Hoover to Study flu te r 
The am bassador's 
letter 
was 
transm itted to the W hite House 
by Mr. C arter and was im m ediate­ 
ly m uted to th e state departm ent 
in the usual course w ithout being 
called to th e attention either of 
the president, or 
of high W hite 
House officials. 
At the state de­ 
partm ent It apparently was placed 
on file w ithout being placed be­ 
fore high officials there. 
The president has called for the 
correspondence and probably will 
study it next week after his return 
from his usual week-end trip into 
the nearby country. 
W hether he 
will take sny action on It will be 
determ ined only after he has fully 
actiualnted him self with the con­ 
ten t and the 
circum stances sur­ 
rounding the exchange.

Washington. May 25 (/P)—House 
conferees literally “walked out’’ of 
the farm relief conference commit­ 
tee raettlng today with a notice to 
senate members that when they 
were ready to eliminate the export 
debenture plan from the discus­ 
sions, further meetings would be 
agreed to. 
In spite of this ultim atum , neith­ 
er senate nor 
house 
conferees 
would concede that a definite im­ 
passe had been reached and saw 
hope for a conciliation ultimately. 
The senate 
members, however, 
did not conceal their displeasure at 
the refusal of house members to 
negotiate in any way th a t might 
result in a direct vote in th e house 
on the debenture 
plan. 
Senator 
Smith. Democrat. South Carolina, 
declared the position of house mem­ 
bers was wholly contrary to the 
procedure which usually 
governs 
the deliberations 
of 
conference 
committees. 
Must Reject Debenture. 
The senate conferees desire to 
begin a general discussion of the 
two farm billa passed separately 
by house and senate with a view 
to composing all differences other 
than the debenture section. 
To 
this plan the house members have 
declined to accede, contending that 
a promise m ust first he given that 
tbs debenture will be eliminated. 
The houso members contend that 
the senate had no right to Insert 
the debenture section and there­ 
fore that the house can not be 
asked to vote on the question. 
A 
report which would recommend the 
elimination of the debenture sec­ 
tion. wh'ch is the present aim of 
house conferees, would require no 
direct vote by the house itself. 
Long Fight Seen. 
In support of 
their 
position. 
house members claimed that if a 
report is brought in announcing a 
dlsagrem ent on the debenture plan 
and requesting further Instructions, 
the 
constitutional 
question 
of 
whether the senate had the right 
to initiate debentures mould be im­ 
mediately raised with a resultant 
prolonged argum ent. 
Senate con­ 
ferees contended that th e house 
waived the constitutional question 
when it agreed to receive the sen­ 
ate farm bill. 
The senate conference members 
said they would be willing to rec- 
commend to the senate that it re­ 
cede from the debentures provi- 
alan if the house instructed its con­ 
ferees to insist upon their elimina­ 
tion. 
But without specific instruc­ 
tion from the house to its con­ 
ferees. the senate members assert 
it would be futile to ask the sen­ 
ate to retract approval of the de­ 
benture plan.

Republicans Seek Answer to 
“Who Founded the G. 0. Pi”

Chicago, May 25 (/Pi—Now is the 
time for all good men to come to 
the ald of their party. 
It is the Republican party, call­ 
ing for a champion who will decide 
the question unanswered in Its 75 
years: “Who founded the O. O. P.?" 
But the good Republicans who 
celebrate the party’s diamond Jubi­ 
lee anniversary this year will have 
to decide for themselves Its birth­ 
place, for Ripon, a college town in 
Fond du Lac county. Wisconsin, 
and Jackson, Mich., through more 
than a half century have vaunted 
themselves each of the cradle of 
the party. Today each of the rival 
towns was 
preparing 
a festive 
birthday party, Ripon (which pro­ 
nounces Itself "Rippln”) for June 8 
and Jackson for July 6. 
President Hoover, whom the dis­ 
puting cities would cast' in the role 
of Solomon, with Solomon’s wis­ 
dom, declined Invitations to both 
of the celebrations Aud accepted 


he honorary chairm anship of each. 
Jackson’^ claim is formal, resting 
on the fact that a convention there 
July 6, 1854, framed the first state 
ticket and platform 
under 
the 
name “Republican"; Inconsequence 
whereof numerous statesm en, head­ 
ed by Vice President Charles W. 
Falrbanka, Journeyed to the Jack 
son shrine on Its fiftieth Republi­ 
can anniversary. 
P res’dent Taft 
dedicated a memorial tablet there 
In 1910. 
Rut numerous reputable histor­ 
ians, in and out of Ripon, held that 
the germ of the Republican party 
had been Incubating In the W iscon­ 
sin city for two years prior to the 
Jackson convention. 
Ripon and Jackson are not alone 
'n their claims of parentage. P itts­ 
burgh has added Its voice to the 
debate, for it waa In the Pennsyl­ 
vania city that deelgatea from nina 
states foregathsred in 1856 aa ths 
drat Repub'lran national conven­ 
tion and nominated tbe explorer,

GOULD CITY 
MAN KILLED 
IN QUARREL 


JAMES TUSCINAW. 48, 
SLAIN BY NOAH 
BAILEY 


St. Ignace. Mich., May 25 (Spe 
elal)—A quarrel over a refusal to 
play some Hawaiian music, pre 
cipitated the murder of James Tus- 
cinaw, 48, Gould City, by his neigh­ 
bor. Noah Bailey. 77. in th© U tters 
shack, two miles west of Gould 
City, Thursday night, according to 
Bailey’s story told today to Sheriff 
William McCauley. 
A coroner’s Jury at the inquest 
which was completed late today, 
returned a verdict that Tuscinaw 
WS3 lolled by a blow over the ear 
when struck by the barrels of a 
double barreled shotgun. 
The dis­ 
connected part of the gun. smeared 
with blood, was found hidden un­ 
der a pile of logs near the shack. 
The murdered man also bore two 
deep gashes on the head, one over 
the right eye and the other on the 
forehead. 
An axe. the handle of 
which was covered with b'ood. waa 
found in the house, and it is be­ 
lieved this weapon waa also used. 
Bailey said. however, that he re­ 
members using only th© gun bar­ 
rels. 
Sen Witnessed Crime. 
Charles Bailey. 46, a son of the 
confessed murderer, is also being 
held in the Mackinaw county Jail 
aa a material witness. 
His father 
will be given a preliminary hearing 
in Justice of the 
peace 
Hecnx* 
c *rt 9 o’clock Tuesday morning. 
According to the confession of 
the elder Bailey, he accompanied 
his son, Tuscinaw 
and 
another 
neighbor on a fishing trip Thursday 
afternoon. 
Upon their return, they 
visited for a short time at Tus-j 
rlnaw'a home and then the party 
went to the Bailey shack. 
Mrs. Bailey, wife 
of 
Charles, 
their 10-year-old son, Ijevl, and a 
young daughter were in th© home 
preparing tho evening meal. Bailey 
and his family came from S in g le ­ 
ton last Wednesday to visit with 
the elderly man. 
Th© family com­ 
poses an orchestra, which special­ 
izes in Hawaiian music and has 
been playing at dances and other 
affairs In that part of the country. 
Attacked 8on. 
Tuscinaw glanced at one of the 
musical instruments in the home, 
and asked Charles to play some­ 
thing on IL but the latter refused. 
It la believed that both men had 
beau drinking. 
Tuscinaw became 
((unaged, according to the elder 
Bailey, and grabbed Charles by 
the throat and was trying to choke 
him when the father cam© to hie 
ald. 
Among those who testified at the 
inquest 
were:

Gould City constable, 
who 
was 
called after tbe fracas; Sheriff Wil­ 
liam McCauley, who later Investi­ 
gated th© case, and several neigh­ 
bors.

The resolutions were consider­

port for early enactment, 
inas­ 
much as Chairman Smoot of th©

troduced them. Both would pro­ 
vide that 
the 
J400,000,000 
would not fall due until Muy I, 
and are contingent upon 
action 
by the French parliament.

nett May I, then settlement of 
the $400,000,000 debt would

Ky., wheVe he was sentenced to 
serve until 21 years old by Judge 
Butcher after a .btry demanded by 
the defense had found the lad 
guilty. 
The writ which stays execution 
of the child's sentence, holds thai 
Judge Butcher exceeded his a u ­ 
thority in sentencing the boy, fur 
ther holding thnt 
Judge Butcher 
has no jurisdiction to give n decis­ 
ion on anyone charged with wll 
ful murder. 
Following issuance ot the writ 
the 
prosecution 
announced 
it 
would take the case to the court 
of appeals. 
The child will remain 
in custody of his parents pending 
Inal settlement of th© case.

To Use New System 


Berlin— With 
about 
180.000 
peop le house hunting in Berlin, a 
three-year program 
to 
provide 
32.000 new homes annually has 
been drawn up by the municipal­ 
ity. 
Funds for 24.000 houses will 
be provided by the income from 
the tax on house rentals, and the 
rest of the remaining 8.000 will 
be < overed b / municipal loans. 
Th* tapital city is paying the 
penalty of overcrowding for 
its 
growing economic importance as 
the center for German industry 
mid business. 
Homeless apart­ 
ment reekers must he 
ticketed, 
registered and 
investigated 
by 
the government 
bureaus 
before 
they can achieve 
private 
living 
quarters. 
Even then, there is 
usually a premium to he 
p«id. I 
and one room with possibly the I 
u se of the kitchen, must 
be re­ 
served for the apartment owner 
Apartment* allotted by the bu­ 
reau tinder this system ha v e r i s ­

the door yard grass needs mow­ 
ing; and with my pen and ink 
I’d show’em, how to

sweet spring poem. 


It is not incombersome 
upon 
me, at this time, bow the soever, 
to inveigle the literary appetites 
of my myriams of readers with 
the tinkeling rymes th at drip so 
copiously from my brain. 
This 
is the seasonal time of the year 
when Nature behooves us to look 
out after our selfs, lest in 
the 
translation of seasons 
we 
be­ 
come unphysical^ fit 
for 
the 
great tasks that lie before us. 
So it is my wishful desire, this 
morning, to utilize the space you 
have so maglubruously 
allotted 
me in your great family newspa­ 
per, to discuss some of the Spring 
tonics and remedies which 
will 
help to keep a fellow on the keen 
sharp edge of his toes as Spring 
melts into Summer.

I was brought up down in the 
valley of the Okaw river basin, 
which is a place where economy 
was one of the cardinate virtu- 
ables.

If you have never drank sassa- 
frass tea you have never missed 
much, although in 
these 
days 
when they are using creosote in

I have never been entirely sat­ 
isfied altogether in my own mind 
that it had a whole lot of medical 
properties, in fact I would 
not

ver, which he prescribed it 
be­ 
tween April I and June I for ev­ 
erything. 
Doc was not a regular 
doctor, in the sense that he had 
cluttered up his mind with a lot 
of book learning.

But when the robins

headache, ingrown toenails, 
epi­ 
zootic, deafness, 
palpitation 
of 
the heart, yellow launders, color­ 
blindness, pimples on the 
face, 
falling memory, sleeping sickness 
or insomnia, brain fever, gland­ 
ers, water on the knee and ap­ 
pendicitis, and myriams of other 
distuberances of the human body 
and mind. 
The Okaw Valley was 
a healthy valley while Doc Tol­ 
liver had his way in the Spring 
time. 


But misfortunately, Doc Tolli­ 
ver was forced to give way, soon­ 
er or later, to more modern medi 
cine. 
Another 
young 
doctor, 
which he had read several books 
about the human fram e 
devine 
and similar nonsense, came into 
our part of the country and folks 
that owed Old Doc Tolliver mon­ 
ey begun to take their custom to 
the new man. 
His name was 
Doc Farabee 
and 
his 
special 
Spring tonic was sulpher and mo­ 
lasses. 
It toked and tasted more 
like medicine than sasafrass tea, 
and naturally a good many folks 
thought it done them more good. 


It is impossible to depicture to 
you what a devastating affect this 
medical controversy had on the 
community in general. 
It got to 
bo an issue in the township elec­ 
tions and down at the meeting 
house, and on the school board, 
and in the arguments around Ed 
Snell’s livery barn, and even in 
the Ladies' Sit and Argue club 
programs. 
At first the Farabee fraction 
was able to elect no more than 
the poundmaster and one of the 
constables, but the 
next 
year 
they got one member of the school 


board to come over to their side. 
They kept gaining. 
The preach­ 
er was a sasafrass 
drinker 
on 
moral 
as 
well 
as 
medical 
grounds and refused to back up, 
even when he was commanded to 
quit preaching 
sassafrass 
from 
the pulpit by the sulphur and mo­ 
lasses crowd. The result was the 
sasafrass boys all started to go­ 
ing down to Oblong to 
church, 
where there was a sasafrass man 
in charge of the religion, leaving 
the sulphur fraction to run things 
at home in their own way. 


But even in the Okaw country, 
church and state is 
separated, 
and the sulphur-molasses 
folks 
got control of the schools and 
they hired a 
modernist 
for 
a 
teacher, which as a m atter of fact 
he did not take either 
one 
of 
them for spring tonics, depend­

home talent show, and he played 
the bass tuba horn in the town 
band, so the public sort of took

to him and his medicine, and the 
first thing you know the people 
— the younger generators 
espe­ 
cially in particular— begun 
to 
take cod liver oil. 


The last I heard of Doc Tolli­ 
ver, his church was two years be­ 
hind in the 
preacher’s 
salary. 
When I left that community the 
Farabee fraction was put out of 
business by a consolidated school. 
Cod liver oil ruled supreme. 
So It looks like it is foolish 
for anybody to try to stand in 
way of medical progress. Science 
strides ahead 
in 
seven-leagued 
boots, stepping on the Tollivers 
and the Farabees alike. 
I reckon the next new doctor 
that lights down there will 
be 
telling the people they
